A somewhat caustic and interesting 


debate was stirred up in the house by 
the resolution. Mr. Corlett (D.) of 
Cuyahoga, offered 
an amendment to 


preserve the parliamentary status of 
pending legislation. He said the mo- 
tives of those back of the Mather reso- 
lution are ulterior and not approved 
by the people. He had no faith in the 
argument that the legal conditions re- 
quire the killing of all bills and other 
measures coming ove^ from the last 
session. Among those who took issue 
v.-;th him were two of the Democratic 
members. Kealy of Cincinnati 
and 


Yost of Monroe. Representative Stew- 
art (D.) of Fairfield demanded that 
Mr. Corlett give his reasons for carg- 
ing "ulterior motive" behind the Math- 
er resolution. Mr. Corlett said he had 
not made the direct charge, but that 
he believed it to be true. Thereupon 
Mr. Stewart intimated that members 
of the legislature wished to begin 
auew because thus they would be able 
to draw the additional §400 compensa- 
tion. If that were the motive he would 
oppose the Mather resolution—other- 
T ise he would favor it. Representa- 
tive Freiner (R.) of Vinton expressed 
his belief that even if they did clean 
off the calendar the members could 
not draw the additional compensation. 
Mr. Hillrnkamp (Ind.) of Toledo fa- 
vored Mr. Corlett's amendment, de- 
claring it to be in the interests of the 
people, while the plea of cleaning off 
the calendar would be in favor of the 
corporations.

ment was voted down and the resolu- 
tion went through by a vote of 86 yeas 
to 19 nays.

There are many ways of preserving 


e§gfj , water glass being uorw very 
largely used for the .purpose^ The fol- 
lowing, .however, is a very satisfactory 
method of doing so: Take the egg^ 
when newly laid and place them wit!) 
the small end downward exactly pc 
pendicular in a board- perforated with 
holes for the purpose. It should be, say, 
two feet by one foot -six inches and 
have the legs five incues long, sstys 
Woman's Life. This will enable them 
to 'be piled one upon another to 
any extent as they are filled. Eggs 
thus put in fresh fiom the nests in 
August and September will keep till 
winter as good as fresh ones not only 
for cooking, but eating. If you desire 
to be certain that your eggs are good 
and fresh put them in water. 
If the 


butts turn up they arc not fresh. This 
is an infallible rule for testing eggs.
